JOFFRE WILL URGE 
THAT U.S. SOLDIERS 
BE SENT TO FRANCE 


The Marshal Will Stress 
Moral Effect of Presence 
of United States Troops on 
Battlefields of France. 


FRENCH COMMISSION 
IN WASHINGTON TODAY 


Party Reached Hampton 
Roads Tuesday and Left 
for Capital on Mayflower. 
The Voyage Across Atlan- 
tic Was Uneventful. 


Fortress Monroe, Va., 
France’s war commissioners to the 
United States reached Hampton Roads 
today, and tonight they are bound up 
Chesapeake bay for Washington on 
board the presidential yacht May- 
flower. 

The mission, of which Rene Viviani, 
ivice premier and minister of justice, 
is the offiical head, and Marshal 
Joffre a member, brings no written 
instructions from the French govern- 
ment, the ministry having decided to 
give its members unlimited powers to 


subjects, military, naval and financial. 
U. Ss. Treops Wanted in France. 

Itis prepared to discuss the sending 
of an American expeditionary force to 
Marshal Joffre and other 
military members will indicate to the 
American officials with whom they are 
to confer, several important military 
reasons which they consider render 
the sending of such a force advisable. 
The most important of these reasons 
is found in the moral effect to be had 
from the presence of American troops 
and the American flag on the battle- 
fields of France. 

The French idea of an American ex- 
pedition calls for a fighting force sup- 
ported by auxiliary services, such as 
railway staffs, railway material, base

repair shops, telegraph and telephone 
lines, automobile transport and a 
strong aviation section. 

The French government is ready to 
offer whatever may be considered nec- 
essary to assist in eea operations, in- 
cluding the use for naval purposes of 
any and all ports in France. The min- 
istry of marine Has worked out for 
submission to the American govern- 
ment, a comprehesive plan for over- 
seas transports, for both army and 
navy purposes, and for the provision, 
ing of the civil population. 

Financially France needs loans of 
$100,000,000 monthly, to be spent in the 
United States. Detalled official in- 
formation on this subject will be sub- 
mitted to the American government at 
the conferences to be held in Wash- 
ington. 

Statement by Viviani. 

Mr. Vivani, as official head of the 
commission during his stay here, gave 
the following statements toa _ ataff 
correspondent of the Associated Press, 
who accompanied the mission from 
France: 

‘Every American will understand 
that in deference to the illustrious 
president of the United States, whom I 
am going to see very soon, I reserve 
first word for him. I will have oc- 
casion to see you again and tell the 
American nation, through you, in a 
more complete manner, the emotions 
with which the representatives of 
France greet, in the name of their 
country, the first democracy of the

MUZIO SCORES HI 
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COLLEGE STUDENT 
DROWNED TUESDAY 
IN SILVER LAKE 


Young Oglethorpe Fresh- 
man Drowns Tuesday Aft- 
ernoon While Swimming 
in Lake Near the College 
Campus. 


Dewitt Forbis, aged 19, of Smith- 
ville, Ga., a student at Oglethorpe uni- 
versity, was drowned Tuesday after- 
noon at 4 o'clock in Silver lake near 
the college campus. Young Forbis was 
in swimming with a’ number of com- 
panions when he suddenly sank and 
did not come up again. His companions, 
with two’expert swimmers who work 
at the lake, swam to the spot and dived 
for his ‘body, but failed to recover it. 

The body was later recovered, after 
the lake had been dragged at the spot 
where the body sank, andja pulmotor 
was used in an effort to resuscitate 
the young man. For four hours phy- 
sicians, aided by members of the fac- 
ulty and the student body, worked on 
the young man, but all efforts were 
futile. 

Cramps Caused Death. 

It is believed that the young man 
was taken with cramps as he was an 
expert swimmer. Just before he was 
drowned he was swimming with his 
head under water. Suddenly his arm 
shot up into the air and then disap- 
peared. 

Companions rushed to the spot and 
dived for the body. The water at this 
spot is 15 feet deep and the body evi- 
dently sank to the bettom of the lake 
and remained there.

God will 
help further.”

BRITISH TROPS PUSH

New York, April 24—(By Associated

In these, 
according to the British official com- 
munication, the advantage rested with 
Field Marshal Haig’s forces.

Meanwhile every American 
ship in the harbor hoisted to their mast- 
heads the French ¢ri-color, and the 
band of a warship played the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner,” Marshal Joffre and 
the military and naval members stood 
at salute until the last note had floated 
across the water, while civilian mem- 
bers stood with bared heads. Imme- 
diately after came @he French national 
anthem which was saluted in a similar 
manner. 

The ship bearing the mission dropped 
anchor off Fortress Monroe, while the 
convoy steamed several miles farther on. 

General Viginal, the military an 
naval attache of the French embassy 
at Washington; Stephane Lauzzanne. 
confidential representative, and Colonel 
Spencer Cosby, United States army, as- 
signed as Marshal Joffre’s aide, came 
aboard soon after with dispatches and 
to greet the visitors. Admiral Mayo, 
commander-in-chief of the Atlantic 
fleet, called later. There was no sa- 
luting, the formality of firing salvos 
of guns having been dispensed wth 
by agreement. 

“We are saving our powder for the 
Germans,” remarked the commander of 
the French ship.

Admiral Mayo’s call later in the morn- 
ing. They lunched on board their own 
vessel, finishing just in time to receive 
Ambassador Jusserand, Major General 
Scott, chief of staff of the army; As- 
sistant Secretary of State Long, Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy ranklin

Joffre in America Before. 


The yorege across the Atlantic was 
without incident. 

Marshal Joffre’s fellow members in 
the mission had an opportunity during 
the voyage to come into intimate con- 
tact with him. Joffre is a silent man 
by habit. He joined in the conversa- 
tion at table by occasionally telling 
anecdotes of the battle front. Some- 
times he would unexpectedly utter 3 
cpoemens upon an important phase o 
he military situation in Europe. 

Joffre hag been in America before. 
Twenty-nine years ago, while going 
home on leave from service in the 
colonies, he arrived at San Francisco 
on a ehip which while entering the 
harbor struck and sunk another. 

“It was then I was interviewed for 


Roosevelt and several other ae 
| 


of military science brought him rapid 
promotion and in 1911 he was vice 
president of the superior war council, 
chief of the feneral staff and practi- 
cally head of the army. In that ca- 
pacity he pushed the 1913 law for three 
years’ military service, which is now 
conceded to have been the salvation of 
France. 

Vice Admiral Chocheprat is a prac- 
tical sailor with a most intimate knowl- 
edge of naval construction and ord- 
nance and it is said he knows as 
much of submarine warfare as any 
man in the French army. Several of 
the devices which have proven to be 
of notable service in trapping these 
underwater craft are believed to have 
been originated by him. He is the one 
man above all others in the French 
navy whom the American navy general 
board is anxious to consult on the de- 
struction of German submarines. 


Grandson of LaFayette. 


Americans hold in high esteem Mar- 
quis de Chambrun, a member of the 
chamber of deputies, because he is a 

randson of LaFayette. He was born 
n Paris June 11, 1865, and after aay 
oe law he entered politics and was in 
1898 elected deputy. He centered his 
interests on foreign affairs and has 
become a notable authority in that 
line. He is a son of Marquis de Cham- 
brun, who was legal adviser many 
years of the French legation in Wash- 
ington. The marquis spent his youth 
here and married Miss Rives Nichols, 
step-daughter of Bellamy Storer, am- 
bassador to Vienna in Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration. 

M. Simon, inspector of finances, for 
a long time was stationed in Mexico 
trying to adjust the extensive financial 
interests of French citizens there. 

M. Hovelacque, inspector general of 
public instruction, is a graduate of 
the highest French university and is a 
great admirer of American institutions, 
particularly the public school system. 

Surgeon Major Dreyfus is not the 
famous Major Dreyfus whose case 
nearly disrupted the French army a4 
decade ago. He was a private practic- 
ing physician at the beginning of the 
war when called into military service 
and attached closely to the person of 
General Joffre whom he has accom- 
panied on every trip.

SAYS ARTHUR BRISBANE 


Success of Conscription Bill 
Depends on Wilson’s Power 


to Sway Congress. 


“Selective conscription is the plan 
by which America will successfully 
face the crisis with the German gov- 
ernment, but, unless the will and de- 
termination of President Wilson pre- 
vail over the obstinacy of congress, I 
am fearful of its adoption.” 

This was the view expressed last 
night by Arthur Brisbane, chief edi- 
torial writer of the Hearst newspapers, 
and said to be the highest-salaried 
journalist in America, who came to the 
city on a hurried trip to confer with 
William Randolph Hearst at the Geor- 
gian Terrace hotel, and who will re- 
main over tonight to witness “Fran- 
cesca da Rimini” at the Auditorium- 
Armory. 

Mr. Brisbane recently visited Wash- 
ington, where he studied the war sit- 
uation at first glance. Consulting con- 
gressmen, senators, statesmen of a 
varieties, war and statehouse authori- 
ties, he availed himself of data which 
leads to the belief that universal serv- 
ice is going to have particularly hard 
sledding in congress. 

“It is the hope of the nation,” he 


said, “that the measure be eventually’ 


adopted. I am of the opinion that its 
success depends largely on the efforts 
of the president, who will be compell- 
ed to sway congress.”

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Dropped by British 
In Arras Battle 


Fights Took Place 15,000, 
Feet in Air—Greatest Air |

Fight Was, Oddly Enough, .. 


a Drawn Battle.

From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Associated Press. «With the British | 
Armies in France, April 24.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The intensely bitter ground | 
fighting of the last two days has been | 
reflected in the air, and the British 
goval fiving corps vesterday establish- | 
eq a new record by bringing down |: 
forty German machines. Fifteen of |; 
these were actually seen to crash, ; 
while 25 collapsed or fell in spinning | 
nose dives, completely out of control. 

The fights took place 15,000 feet in | 
the air, from which distance it is 
barely possible to see the ground, and 
wholly impossible to see an adversary 
crash unless the pilot deliberately fol- 
lows down. Such a course is not fea- 
sible where the fighting has taken 
on the character of a general melee, 
as is nowadays often the case. A re- 
markable part of yesterday's perform- 
ance is that only two British machines 
are missing. 

Fine Day for War Fiying. 

It was the finest day for war flying 
that the young khaki pilots ever had, 
and today they have been at it again 
since sunrise, but the full reports of 
their exploits are not yet in. 

It is known, however, that one in- 
trepid young flier, failing to find a 
single German observation balloon 
aloft, sought out one in the hangar on 
the ground, dived at it and set the 
big gas bag ablaze from stem to stern. 

Since Sunday the British airmen have 
been revelling in weather they have 
long desired. Not a cloud was in the 
sky today behind which a German could 
find sheiter. Deprived of that means 
of “digging themselves in,” the Ger- 
man fliers were far scarcer than usual 
and very difficult to find. British ma- 
chines were everywhere along the bat- 
tle front and far behind the German 
lines. Bomibing raids were carried 
out forty-five miles “back, the ma- 
chines deliberately flying over ground 
where battles were raging with the 
Breatest fury. 

German trains rushing’  reinforce- 
ments to the front were attacked and 
transport columns on the roads were 


bombed and completely disorganized. 
In several instances the British ma- 


chines came low over the fighting lines 
and poured machine gun fire into the 
German ranks. In doing this, ma- 
chines have deliberately crossed the 
fire of their own as well as the en- 
—s guns. 

esterday one British pilot, after 
bringing down two Germans and with 
all his ammunition gone, descended, re- 
loaded, filled up his petrol tanks and 
took to the air again. Within half an 
hour he had brought down his third 
machine for that day. Another pilot 
felled two machines, while the other 
thirty-five were divided among a simi- 
lar number of British pilots. 


Wonderful Air Duel. 


The greatest fight yesterday, oddly 
enough, was a drawn battle. One of 
the British pilots met a brilliant Ger- 
man flier and for a full hour they 
maneuvered in a most marvelous man- 
ner without either being able to bring 
his gun to bear on the other. They 
looped, twisted, deliberately 
stalled their engines, and ‘standing the 
machines on their tail, slid backwards 
through the air, but all to no avail. 
It probably was the most wonderful 
air duel the war has yet seen. 

The British pilot reported today that 
several times he felt suré he would 

et his adversary between his ‘sights, 

ut the latter invariably wriggled out 

of the line of fire. The British flier 
himself was Kept busy avoiding the 
German, and once he had to dive al- 
most perpendicularly. The combat did 
not break off until both pilets had 
fairly exhausted themselves and their 
petrol, 

Strangely enough, later in the day 
another British pilot encountered the 
same German machine. The Britisher 
was winging hfs way home after a 
hard day’s work, but he jockeyed with 
the German for nearly a quarter of 
an hour before flying on. 

In strange contrast to this was the 
experience of one British pilot, who 
somewhat peevishly complained last

The British Royal Flying corps is 
taking full advantage of the beauti- 
ful spring weather for operations 
against German aviators.

Only two British machines failed to 
return to their base.

British Headquarters in France, April 
24.—(Via London. From a Staff Cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press.)—

to the Hindenburg positions. 

This is particularly true along the 
present front, where the threat is 
against the Drocourt-Queant switch 
line which is depended upon by the 
Germans as the connecting links be- 
tween their lines north of St. Quentin 
and south of Lille. This is the switch 
toward which the Germans are fallin 
back slowly but surely as a result o 
the turning of the top of the original 
Hindenburg line, running from just 
southeast of Arras toward Queant. 

The fighting which began at dawn 
yesterday beyond Arras increased in 
intensity in the afternoon and_ last 
night. The ground gained by the Brit- 
ish was won in the face of some of the 
most desperate fighting on the part of 
the Germans since the war began. 
Trench warfare for the time being is 
forgotten. 

The Germans, away from their deep 
dugouts where so often in the past 
they were inclined to seek refuge dur- 
ing a period of assault, were urged by 
their officers to make every sacrifice. 
During attack and counter attack the 
cries of the officers to their men could 
pe heard above the grinding tumult of

ADAMSON URGES 
RAISING OF ARMY 
BY CONSCRIPTION 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 24.—(Special.)— 
The action of Speaker Champ Clark in 
announcing today his advocacy of the 
volunteer system of raising an army, 
dealt a severe blow to the administra- 
tion following in the house. 

Speaker Clark adds one more to the 
number of democratic leaders who have 
blocked effective preparation for a 
successful war. Senator Stone, of Mis- 
souri, who succeeded Senator Bacon as 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, opposed the war resolution. 
Majority Leader Kitchin in the house 
also opposed that resolution. tepre- 
sentative Dent, of Alabama, chairman 
of the military affairs committee, is 
fighting the administration army bill. 


Adamson ‘for the Draft. 


Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
provoked applause in the house when 
he declared in supporting the admin- 
istration army bill that “this is no time 
for theorizing nor for sentimentality.” 

At the rate recruits are coming in, | 
he said, two years would be required 
to bring the regular army and militia 
organizations up to 750,000 men, their 
war strength. 

“I! should have no objection,” con- 
tinued Mr. Adamson, “to humoring the 
pride and preserving the face of every 
man who wants to volunteer if they 
would only offer to volunteer, but they

BRITONS STRONG 


FOR GONSURIPTION 


Gen. Bridges, Member of 
Balfour Party, Tells What 
Volunteer System Cost. 
War Immensely Demo- 
cratic Business. 


Washington, April 24.—Lieutenant 
General Bridges, a member of the HBrit=- 
ish commission, declared here today in 
a talk with newspaper correspondents 
that the British democracy had become 
“almost fanasical’” over universal mili- 
tary service. 

The volunteer system under which 
the empire entered the war, General 
Bridges said, has cost the lives of the 
most valuable citizens, crippled indus- 
trial mobilization and immeasurably 
set back England’s efforts in the war. 

“War,” said General Bridges, “is no 
longer a war of expeditions, but is a 
case of nation against nation. Men, 
women and children are equally drawn 
into its vortex, the women and children 
being forced into industry and fed on 
half rations in order to supply the men 
at the front. 

“War has become an immensely dem- 
ocratic business and needs the full ef- 
fort of every member or community di- 
rected along the lines most necessary 
to be served.” 

Britain’s Early Difficulties. 

General Bridges talked freely of the 
difficulties which had beset England 


that Germany was making | 


| at the beginning of the war. 

“The source of our greatest dif- 
ficulty,’’ said General Bridges, “was 
lthe sending to Europe of practically our 
whole trained army as an expeditionary 
force. This robbed us of all training 
officers for our new armies and it 
was only through returned wounded of- 
ficers and the withdrawal of others 
that we were able to build the skele- 
ton for our new forces. At the same 
time we allowed most of our better 
class youths, university men in many 
cases, to enter the ranks, which with- 
drew them from the officers’ class and 
placed that responsibility on far less 
well equipped persons. The wastage 
of the best blood of the nation was 


enormous, 

“It is my opinion that if it had not 
been for Kitchener’s immense per- 
sonality we should have had conscrip- 
tion within a few months. If Lord 
Roberts’ proposal for universal service 
had been enforced, we should have 
saved enormously, not only in men, but 
in industrial efficiency. The great 
majority of army officers would have 
j}done anything to have gotten rid of 
ithe volunteer system with which the 
country was at first saddled.’ 


Bayonet Still Essential. 


General Bridges estimated eight 
months as the necessary time to train 
a division. 
| “Artillery must be in great prepon- 
derance,’’ General Bridges said, “before 
an attack can be initiated. The bay- 
| onet, however, is still essential to 
' finally rout the enemy from his trench- 
es. I should estimate that the present 
successes on the western front are 
due to a British preponderance over 
the German artillery of at least three 
or four to one. There is absolutely 
no doubt as to the outcome of the 
war; the only question ig as to its 
length.” 

General es oe commented briefly 
on the difficulties of making good 
fighters in a democratic nation full of 
personal freedom and lacking mili- 
tary experience. General Bridges prais- 
ed the French army in the highest 
terms and said that there had grown 
up between France and England, for- 
mer enemies, a feeling that was more 
than friendship-and that was almost 
a love match. 

General Bridges will consult with a)] 
American army officers and has a 
mass of detailed information to place 
at their disposal. It is possible he may 
ulso meet the military committees of 
congress. 


ONLY PREJUDICE 
_ PREVENTS SHARKS 
BEING USED AS FOOD 


New York, April 24.—The merits of 
' sharks as food are set forth in a re- 
port today to the American Museum of 
Natural History by John T. Nichols, 
who has just:returned from a study 
of the big fish in Florida waters, to 
which he was sent on a special mission 
from the department of ichthyology to 
investigate the habits and food values 
of sharks. His conclusions are that 
some varieties furnish filetss as deli- 
cious as swordfish steak. 

He studied four species and declares 
that the fact they ‘are not valued as 
tood tish seem to be due entirely to 
_ prejudice. Mr. Nichols also comments 
on the fact that larger sharks are un- 
usually searce in Florida waters this 
year, it being “‘noteworthy that these 
big fellows are numerous on the same 
grounds last spring before the occur- 
rence of the shark attacks farther 
— during the summer.’

how fast and how far the American 
people would keep pace with him and 
stand up for any action he proposed. 

“From the day the president appear- 
ed before congress and made that won- 
derful address of his—one of the great- 
est state papers in the affairs of the 
United States since the formation of 
the government—from that moment 
all doubt, all hesitation, all unwilling- 
ness was banished from the mind of all 
the people and he is now our chosen 
leader for this great contest.”

Former Judge Grosscup assented that 
the war had “developed a new feeling 
a new attitude, a new recognition of 
the common men.”

Washington, April 24.—The United 
States will lend Gre&t Britain $200,000,- 
000, probably tomorrow, as the first 
loan to any of the entente governments 
under the $7,000,000,000 war finance 
law signed today by President Wilson. 

The money will be available ow of 
the proceeds of the $250,000,000 of treas- 
ury certifiicates of indebtedness, due 
June 30 and just placed with the banks 
of the country through the federal re- 
serve board. 

Secretary McAdoo will call for the 
proceeds of this issue tomorrow morn- 
ing and as soon as the money is de- 
posited in ¢he various federal reserve 
banks it will be available for the gov- 
ernment’s purposes. The British loan 
will be made as soon thereafter as the

Red Tape Eliminated. 

There is no disposition on the part 
of the American government to insist 
upon the formal observance of ¢echni- 
calities which would tend to delay ne- 
gotiations. So-called red tape will be 
eliminated wherever possible, and the 
money will be placed to the British 
government's credit speedily, probably 
without waiting for the arrival here 
from London of British bonds, to be de- 
posited in the American treasury as se- 
curity. 

In that event the United States prob- 
ably will take some other temporary 
form of security, pending the arrival of 
the bonds. Final negotiations for the 
loan were completed today at confer- 
ences participated in by Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, Lord Cuncliffe, governor of the 
Bank of England; Pierre Jay, of the 
New York Federal Reserve bank, treas- 
ury department, federal reserve board 
and British embassy officials. Official 
announcement of the loan is expected 
within 24 hours. 

The loan is not intended to oover 
Great Britain’s full share of the $3,000,- 
000,000 intended for the allies, but is 
designed to meet England's immediate 
and pressing financial needs. A some- 
what similar loan soon may be made 
to Italy. 

$2,000,000,000 First Bond Issue. 

Tentative plans, under consideration 
by administration officials, call for the 
issue of $2,000,000,000 in bonds as the 
first public offering under the $7,000,- 
000,000 war revenue law, signed today 
by President Wilson, to be followed by 
a second issue in from four to six 
months and possibly a third thereafter. 

While the whole program is subject 
to revision, it is understood that of- 
ficials also are seriously considering 
the advisability of collecting ‘the pro- 
ceeds of the first issue in installments, 
thirty days apart and lasting over a 
period of from four to six months. 
Should the first issue be $2,000,000,000 


and the installment feature be adopted, 
it is likely that subscribers will be 
given four months in which to pay for

Entire State Represented. 


The meeting was a notable one, in 
view of the representation present from 
counties all over the state and from 
the standpoint of accomplishment of 
what is expected to be the solving of 
the vexatious blems of how to make 
the state self-sustaining and at the 
eame time supply the government some 
of the foodstuffs that may be required 
to carry on the war with Germany. 

Not once did the speakers depart from 
the theme of the meeting, which was 
the conservation and production of 
foodstuffs, to engage in berating the 
enemies of the United States. The 
meeting was solely for the purpose of 
discussing ways and means of putting 
the state on an independent basis, and 
it was the theme that ran through all 
of the speeches delivered. 

The matter was taken up from sev- 
eral different angles. J. J. Brown, state 
commissioner of agriculture, gave the 
purpose of the meeting and outlined 
the agricukural policy of the state; 
Governor Harris spoke of the present 
needs: Dr. A. M. Soule, president of the 
state‘college of agriculture, gave sug- 
gestions as to food production and con- 
servation which were accepted as offi- 
cial by the meeting; Miss Lois Dowdle, 
of the canning club department of the 
state college, urged the canning of all 
vegetables and fruit stuffs raised in 
excess of the present demand; Charles 

. Lewis, president of the Georgia 
Bankers’ association, outlined the pol- 
icy of the state bankers toward the 
change in basis of credit on crops, and 
Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen urged the raising 
of live stock. 

At the meeting were some of the 
state’s best known men, among them 
representatives in the Georgia general 
assembly, farmers who have big and lit- 
tle farms, bankers who do business 
with the farmers, supply men who han- 
dle their crops and professional men 
who attend to their legal business. 


Brown Opens Meeting. 


The meeting was opened by J. J. 
Brown, who, as chairman, called upon 
the audience to sing “America.” Dr. 
W. L. Pickard, president of Mercer uni- 
versity, invoked the divine blessing 
upon the assembly. 

Following this the conference heard 
the policy of Mr. Brown, in which he 
Stated that thought is not to be given 
to the suggestion to grow foodstuffs 
<o enter competition with the west and 
middle west, but the first thought 
should be the making of a crop suffi- 
cient for home consumption. ‘If there 
is any surplus it is to the gain of the 
farmer,” he said. 

Describing the result of the system

And 
one of the gratifying points in the offers, 
indicative of the healthful financial condi- 
tion of the south, is that these banks declare 
that, in the event of the offers’ acceptance, 
the cold cash with which to make them 
good will be on hand immediately forth- 
coming. 

The willingness upon the part of the 
banks of the south and Georgia to be of 
every possible means of assistance in meet- 
ing the exigencies of the war situation is 
reflected also in the concessions they are 
offering in interest rates on money advanced 
to stimulate food crops production. As a 
splendid example of this The Dalton Citizen 
carries a half-page advertisement of the 
First National bank of that city, in which 
the bank announces that it “will loan, dur- 
ing the next 30 days, to farmers and gar- 
deners of this section, money at four per 
cent per annum,” the only proviso being that 
“the money must be used to buy seed for 
food crops,” and the loan made by May 20. 

In view of the fact that from six to eight 
wer cent per annum is the customary inter- 
est rate, and that four per cent is the rate 
customarily paid by banks themselves on 
savings deposits, this offer is an extraordi- 
narily liberal one. 

As has been the high

One popular complaint heard against the 
American railroads—especially upon the 
part of travelers—is that, no matter how 
beautiful the abutting landscape, how pro- 
ductive and well kept the contiguous farms, 
the view from the car window is marred 
by the raggy, illy-maintained strip upon 
either side of the track. As the policy has 
been, the right-of-way—fenced to safeguard 
against annoyance by live stock—is per- 
mitted to run wild in weeds and brambles, 
which usually are burned off at the end of 
the growing season at considerable expense 
to the company. 

How much better from every standpoint 
—from that of beauty, that of fire hazard, 
of protection against the spread of noxious 
weeds, as well as economy and wealth in 
what the land could be made to produce— 
would it be for the railroad companies to 
permit this land to be farmed, that it might 
add annually to the world’s wealth and 
human comfort! 

Of course, it cannot practically be used 
for grazing purposes, but it can easily be 
made to produce hay, corn, potatoes and 
other varieties of stock-food crops, as well 
as all sorts of truck for human consumption. 
And the consequent difference in the ap- 
pearance of the country would be magnifi- 
cent. Also the difference it would make 
to the annual production of food crops 
would be enormous, because the tillable 
acreage inclosed in American railroad rights- 
of-way amounts to a stupendous total. 

Here is a splendid idea come out of the 
northwest, which the entire nation might 
apply with profit. 


MAKE NO MISTAKE. 


Immediately the British war commission 
arrived in Washington last Sunday the an- 
nouncement was made that in the near fu- 
ture a series of statements setting forth 
any suggestions Great Britain has to make 
would be given out by the British represen- 
tatives. The first of these promised state- 
ments was issued Tuesday by Lieutenant 
General B. T. M. Bridges, and it is signifi- 
cant that its burden was a warning to Amer- 
ica against duplicating Great Britain’s error 
early in the war with reference to conscrip- 
tion. 

“We were saddled with the volunteer 
system at the beginning of the war,” said 
this seasoned British warrior. ‘We would 
have given anything to get rid of it. It 
hampered and retarded us in every phase of 
our war development. ... If we had 
had conscription at the beginning it would 
have obviated our later difficulties as to mu- 
nitions, co-ordination of our national forces 
and many other vital things. .. . Our 
duty now is to speed up the war. As to how 
it will end, it can end only one way; and 
if everybody’s back is put to the job we can 
end it quickly. Conscription will insure that 
this is done!” 

There is the view of a military authority, 
speaking in the light of long experience, 
and whose only possible motive in advising 
us being his desire for victory over Prus- 
sianism. 

He has seen his country commit many 
blunders in learning the lessons which this 
war has taught, and he is imbued with the 
fact that but for those blunders the war 
probably would have been over long ere 
this. 
experience that the volunteer system throws 
the best forces of the country into the 
trenches when they were sadly needed at

the nation anywhere else than on _ the 
firing line. 

“Selective conscription” is a term that 
means nothing more than the application of 
care, intelligence and economic judgment in 
the raising of an army; it means simply 
conservation of a nation’s man-power and 
the intense application of it. 

It is not easy to fathom the mind of the 
intelligent man who is sincerely opposed to 
it. And it is altogether to be hoped that 
congress, in the light of Great Britain’s ex- 
perience and all intelligent reasoning, will 
not cause this nation to re-enact Britain’s 
earlier blunders, but will, when the presi- 
dent’s selective draft proposal comes on for 
vote, act solidly for it. 

That is precisely what the American 
people want, and what they expect. Nor is

Georgia Has Great Wealth 
On Potash-Bearing Rock 


f\ 


Editor Constitution: The potash situation 
in the United States is becoming more and 
more acute. While last year a good many 
thousand tons of potash salts were imported 
into this country, escaping the blockade, the 
state of war between our country and Ger- 


raise a single crop on each plot of land at many brings all such importations to a stand- 


their disposal. 


It is quite possible, however, / Still. It is, therefore, imperative that we find 


and if these are properly selected the home- 
grown produce will be both better and cheap- 
er than any that can be purchased on the 
market. 

Just what vegetables are to be grown de- 
pends, of course, upon the individual tastes 
of the family. In general it may be said, 
however, that the aim of the home gardener 
should be to raise vegetables in which fresh- 
ness is an important quality. Peas and string 
or Lima beans, for example, lose much if they 
are not cooked almost immediately after they 
are picked. On the other hand, as good po- 
tatoes can be bought as can be grown. More- 
over, they occupy a large area in proportion 
to their yield and consume in a back yard 
or small garden valuable space whitch: could 
be put to much more profitable use. 

This is true, also, of corn, cucumbers, 
squashes and melons. 

Specialties. 

It will also pay the amateur gardener to 
grow certain specialties of which he may be 
fond, and which may be troublesome or. ex- 
pensive to purchase. Okra is an example of 
this class, and little beds of parsley, chives or 
other herbs take up very little room and pro- 
vide the housewife with little additions for 
her table which are most welcome if they can 
be picked at the right moment without trou- 
ble. 

If the small garden plot, however, is to 
be made to bring the maximum returns in 
economy and pleasure to the owner, every 
available foot of it must be made to work 
continuously. This can be accomplished only 
by careful planning and it is recommended, 
therefore, that amateur gardeners draw up 
in advance a complete lay-out for their gar- 
den. A typical plan of this character is 
shown in the appended diagram. On the 
plan the gardener should indicate the date 
when each of his projected crops is to be 
planted. No more space should be allotted 
to each than is needed to furnish a sufficient 
quantity of the vegetable for the family con- 
sumption or for local sale. In many cases, 
also, space should be left between the rows 
for the Interplanting of later crops and for 
easy cultivation. Plants which make a high 
growth and cause heavy shade should not be 
located where they will interfere with sun- 
loving small plants. Perennials, too, such 
as rhubarb and asparagus, which are not 
cultivated, should not be grown among plants 
which call for tillage. 

If a garden is planned in this way and 
the scheme carried out, the plan should be 
kept for use the following. year, with notes 
of success or failure of the different items 
in it. For example, if too much or too little 
of any vegetable was grown this fact should 
be recorded. It is not desirable, however, to 
follow too closely the same plan in succeed- 
ing years. The same kind of yegetables 
should not be grown twice, if this can be 
avoided, in the same part of the garden. 

Here is what one home gardener did ina 
city back yard 25x70 feet in dimensions. It 
happened to be bounded on two sides by a 
board fence, and this fact was taken advan- 
tage of to plant and train grape vines. 

Strawberry plants were set alongside of 
the flagstone walks and ourrant bushes be- 
tween the walks and the fence. In the space 
between the bushes and the strawberries low- 
growing vegetables, such as beans, peppers, 
egg-plants and the like, were set out. In a 
space about 12 feet wide between the walks 
low-growing, quick-maturing, early vegeta- 
bles were planted in such a way that later- 
maturing varieties could be put out at prop- 
er intervals between them. 

The early plantings consisted of radishes, 
early beets, lettuce, carrots and a few pars- 
nips. The beets gave way later to a few late 
cabbage plants. The sunniest portion of the 
yard was turned over to tomatoes, of which 
there were about a dozen plants trained to 
a single stem and set about 18 inches apart 
in each direction. Early and late peas were 
put out in the least sunny portion of the 
yard. Later, in the fall, spinach, kale and 
potato-onion sets were planted in order to 
provide a supply of green succulents for the 
winter and early spring. 


Vegetable Oil Industry 
Needs Federal Assistance 


Editor Constitution: Germany and Aus- 
tria have suffered hunger more on account 
of their separation from the cotton flelds of 
the United States, and the soy bean fields of 
Manchuria, than from the lack of bread. 

These crops were a source of a great deal 
of their “butter,” “lard” and cooking oils be- 
fore the war. Oleomargarine was all the 
“butter” that many Teutons knew, and veg- 
etable fats the only “lard” many of them 
used, and “olive oil” made from vegetable 
oils, cotton seed, soy beans, peanuts and the 
like, most of the “olive oil” they consumed. 

What a bonanga the cotton seed of the 
south would now be to Germany, not only 
for food, but for industrial purposes of many 
sorts! 

This country has not developed its vege- 
table oi] industry to any great extent. Ger- 


demand. 

There are many minerals that carry from 
9 per cent to 14 per cent of potash. Although 
with present prices many processes can be 
used for extracting this insoluble potash at 
a profit, still no great capital can be invest- 
ed in a temporary business that would have 
to cease under normal conditions. To solve 
the potash problem, therefore, a process must 
be used which can produce potash salts at 
a price that would be remunerative even 
during peace times, when the immense pot- 
ash deposits of Germany would be avail- 
able. 


1904 when there was published in the June 
number of The Journal of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, an account of the com- 
position of the flue dust from a cement kiln. 
This flue dust consisted of over 56 per cent 
of potash salts. In other words, the intense 
heat of a cement kiln volatilizes the potash of 
the raw materials in a cement mix. These 
potash compounds can easily be saved at a 
nominal cost. Even before this article, Hille- 
brand, of the bureau of standards, proved 
that the potash in a cement mix was almost 
entirely volatilized at a high temperature. 
The reason why these facts were not utilized 
was no doubt because of the abundance of 
the potash supply which we then had. 
Independent ef Germany. 

Although it is doubtful if a process could 
be devised to produce say 10 per.cent of pot- 
ash from a rock and throw the other 90 per 
cent away, yet if the said 90 per cent con- 
stitute the material of an established mate- 
rial like cement and the 10 per cent of potash 
saved as a by-product, then one can feel as- 
sured that our country will be entirely in- 
dependent of Germany or any other country 
as far as this important substance is con- 
cerned. 

During the past year about 100 million 
barrels of Portland cement, corresponding to 
20,000,000 tons, were made in this country. 
Assuming that 40 per cent of this was deriv- 
ed from the clay used in the raw material, 
then 8,000,000 tons of clay were used. In ce- 
ment manufacture any silicate of alumina 
may be used instead of clay, such as slate, 
sericite, feldspar and the like. These ma- 
terials all contain potash. Wor example, feld- 
spar will carry from 10 per cent to 12 per 
cent of potash, and sericite 10 per cent. Re- 
cently there has been discovered in Georgia 
a whole mountain of slate which carries 
nearly 10 per cent of potash. 

All of these three materials can replace 
ordinary clay in cement making, ordinary 
clay usually having a low percentage of pot- 
ash. 

Material for Years. 

What makes the potash industry peculiar- 
ly inmvportant to us here is this: Within a 
radius of less than one hundred miles from 
Atlanta there is enough raw material for 
cement making to last for many years. There 
are mountains of remarkably pure limestone 
and in close juxtaposition immense deposits 
of potash-bearing rock such as feldspar, sert- 
cite and slate. So far as I know Georgia has 
the advantage of all other states in this re- 
spect. 

It seems to me that the only solution of 
the potash question in this country is by 
means of cement manufacture. This process 
virtually has been solved. As Georgia has 
great advantages over other localities it ap- 
pears inevitable that in this state will be de- 
veloped the chief cement-making and potash 
recovery of the country.

many, France, England and other European 
countries have been given the privilege. We 
have sent our oil across the waters and we 
have bought it back in another form at a 
much higher price. The fact is, congress has 
discouraged the manufacture of cotton seed 
oil products in this country by imposing taxes 
upon them. 

If the cotton crop of the south had a free 
hand to furnish its full food stores for the 
world hunger, it could give up from its geed 
200,000,000 gallons, or more, of oil. Thig oil 
could be converted into about 1,500,000,000 
pounds of lard or margarine. It is self-eyi- 
dent that it has not a free hand to do this, 
else it would already have been done. It, 
therefore, seems clear that if the government 
wants to make use of this resource of food at 
this time, the government must remove its 
handicaps, 

An acre of land growing a bale of cotton 
produces 500 pounds of lint and a quantity of 
seed from which 22 gallons of oil can be ex- 
tracted and converted into food products, and 
cotton seed meal, which is now affording the 
cheapest and one of the best sources of 
protein food for animals to be had in the 
United States. 

The cotton farmer will, however, not be 
doing his “bit’ towards victualizing the 
world by growing cotton alone. He knows 
that he cannot live on cotton alone and that 
he must reinforce his cotton with patches of 
corh, sweet potatoes, sorghum, peas, pigs, 


poultry and a garden.

, CLIMATE? | 

The /important factor of climate which © 
favors recovery from consumption is the 
number of hours per day the patient may 
comfortably live in the open air. 

Nearly every victim of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis feels that a change of climate offers 
the best Opportunity of getting well. This 
too frequently leads the misguided invalid to 
journey to some distant place in a vain 
search for a climate which will cure him in 
some mysterious way. And unfortunately 
there are still physicians who encourage the 
practice without cautioning the patient about 


many things which are essential for re- 
covery. 

First, has the patient sufficient funds to 
pay his railroad fare, to employ good medical 
services in the new home, to b wholesome, 
fora ee re gr Bay avs without worry 

; no e chance o 
health is far better at home. ' asa. 

If the stage of the disease is such that 
work may be done without harm, or possibly 
with benefit, ig the patient assured that 
work will be available in the new home? If 
the choice happens to be a resort where 
many other tuberculosis patients go, there 
is likely to be keen competition for the jobs 
which a consumptive naturally prefers—open- 
air work. And if it proves necessary to ac- 
cept some indoor job, or some outdoor job 
demanding too great expenditure of strength, 
it would be far better for the patient to re- 
main at home. 

Has the patient ever been away from 
home before? Is he likely to be homesick 
among strangers? Homesickness is a bar to 
recovery from any disease. If homesickness 
is to be the unhappy traveler's lot, he might 
far better content himself with the open-air 
life in his own back yard, or ona porch or on 
the roof, where he can see his friends and be 
happy. 

Will it be possible for the patient to make 
his new home his permanent residence? When 
recovery does occur, that, is when the tuber- 
culosis process is “arrested,” or when the pa- 
tient is “apparently cured,” as doctors say— 
for it is an axiom that once tuberculosis al- 
ways tuberculosis—it ig best for the unfor- 
tunate one to make the place his permanent 
home. If he returns to the old home, and the 
old mode of life, the arrested tuberculosis 
may light up at any time. Hence it is always 
better, if possible, to remain a resident of 
the place in which recovery has occurred. 

While the cure may be pursued with more 
comfort and, perhaps, with more enthusiasm 
in a favorable climate, it is nevertheless a 
fact that if the patient can and will live the 
open-air life in his own home his chance of 
recovery is as good as it would be anywhere 
in the wide world. . ; 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Diabetic Would Be His Own Doctor. 


I have been pronounced diabetic by two 
different physicians, who found from 3 to 6 
per cent sugar. I would very much like to 
60 at my trouble in a businesslike way and 
make my own tests, so that I can regulate my 
diet accordingly. Could you tell me where [f 
can obtain books that will teach me how to 
make the necessary tests and regulate the 
diet? E. F. R.) 
Yill you kindly outline a suitable diet for 
a@ woman 58 years old who has diabetes and is 
informed that there is no cure for that dis- 
ease? , (lL. A.) 

ANSWER—Diabetes is not a disease entity, 
but a symptom. It consists of a reduced ca- 
pacity to metabolize certain kinds of food. 
It is neither curable nor incurable; that is to 
say, as a rule, the metabolism of carbohy- 
drates (starches and sugars) remains defect- 
ive for life, although by intelligent study the 
doctor may determine the individual’s limita- 
tions of tolerance and prescribe a limited 
number of calories, and if the pattent wil! 
abide by this the symptom may be cogtrolied 
indefinitely. While a patient might learn how 
to test the urine for glucose, no book can 
teach him how to determine a safe diet. That 
is a very difficult matter even for the trained 

bysician. To begin with, a fast of several 
ys is necessary to clear the blood and urine 
lucose and ketone »Poinen. It would he 
inadvisable for a diabetic to attempt an ab- 
solute fast of three or five days without 
medical supervision. A diet alleged to be ap- 
propaiete for diabetes in any or many cases 
s very futile guesswork. e diet must t 
worked out to fit the tolerance of each . 
dividual case—a quantity whith is exceed-. 
ingly variable. No one need ever die of 
diabetes.

REV. PERCIVAL MORGAN 
SCORED AS PROFLIGATE 


Committee, Charging Dishon- 
esty and Untruthfulness, Calls 
Him Before Presbytery. 


Macon, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)— 
The Rev. Percival Campbell Morgan, 
son of G. Campbell Morgan, the famous 
English evangelist, was today served 
with paper of indictment charging him 
with dishonesty, untruthfulness and 
conduct unbecoming a minister of the 
gospel and calling upon him to appear 
before the Macon Presbytery at its 
meeting here on May 3. Mr. Morgan 
was formerly pastor of the Tattnall 
Square Presbyterian church in Ma- 
con, but is now conducting independent 


meetings at a local theater each Sun- 
day evening preliminary to the organi- 
zation in Macon of a Congregational 
church. 

The papers issued from the Macon 
Presbytery, which has ju’st concluded 
its sessions at Sylvester, were recom- 
mended by a committee composed of 
Rev. I. 8S. McElry, E. M. Craig, T. K. 
Curry, Rev. R. S. Sanders, H. T. Mc- 
Intosh, W. K.-Vereen, W. A. Watt and 
R. L. Anderson, who were appointed 
at the last meeting of the Presbytery 
in Macon to investigate the rumors 
that had been circulated again'st Mr, 
Morgan. 

The former Presbytertan pastor went 
into bankruptcy in September, 1916, 
with liabilities of $4,500. A loan of 
7 secured by Mr. Morgan from E. 

Excell, the religious song book 
dealer of Chicago, which, it is charged, 
he had no intention of repaying when 
he said he would, forms one of the 
grounds of the indictment. The loan 
was secured in September, 1914, al- 
legedly on the plea of Morgan that 
he wanted to pay his debts in Caro- 
lina before coming to Macon. His debts 
$f = time, it was said, aggregated 

A loan from Francis Williams, vice 
president of the Fourth National Bank 
of Macon, was another ground, In this 
it is alleged that Morgan asked J. C. 
Craig to indorse a note for him and 
was refused, whereupon he visited the 
bank and told Mr. Williams that Mr. 
Craig would call by and indorse the 
note, and secured the money. Another 
loan from W. Woods White, of Atlanta, 
for $250, also wa's mentioned. 

Summing up the loans, the Presby- 
tery makes the statement that Morgan 
aod “lived as a profligate, without re- 
gard to his ability to pay the debts 
he contracted.” 


FARM HAND, SCOLDED 
FOR BEATING MULES, 
KILLS HIS EMPLOYER 


Athens, Ga, April 24.—(SpectalL)— 
Frank Clarke, a well-known planter 
of Oglethorpe county, was killed at 
his home near Lexington late yester- 
day by John L. Arnold, a farm hand, 
whom he had reprimanded for beating 
his mules, according to a report which 
reached here today. 

While phone messages were being 
sent all over the section for Arnofd's 
detention, the sheriff of Oglethorpe 
met him in the road several miles from 
Lexington and arrested him.

Captain Henry Wagner has just re- 
ceived orders from the war department 
at Washington instructing him to put 
a censorship on all mail received by the 
Germans, in accord with up-to-date war 
technique. The number of letters re- 
ceived by the Teutons is enormous. de- 
epite the fact that channels of communi- 
cation with their native country are 
virtually closed by the English block- 
ade,

of Fort McPherson is on the lookout 
for an expert German linguist. Thus 
far no applications for the job have been 
received. No one at the fort but the 
Germans is skilled in their language. 
Unless a military applicant presents 
himself, some one from civil ranks will 
have to be accepted.

What little mail is received from Ger- 
many comes via England, where it is 
read, as is evinced by the clipped en- 
velopes and official seals of the British 
censorship department.

“WANTED—A Home,” is the placard 
which adorns a wonderful old grand- 
father’s clock on display this week 
in the tea room of the Georgian Ter- 
race. The clock, owing to its history, 
has attracted the attention of the grand 
opera stars, patrons and society in gen- 
eral. It is the property of the Misses 
Hutcheson, of Glasgow, Scotland, who 
are now living in Atlanta, and who 
have placed the clock in the charge 
of Mrs. BE. P. Roberts, of 79 West Fifth 
street, for disposition. 

The clock came into the possession 
of the Misses Hutcheson through their 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. John Hutcheson, 
who acquired it on their wedding day, 
many years ago, in Comionetane. * 
quaint little suburb of Glasgow, ot- 
land, not far from “Ayr,” the home of 
the poet, “Bobbie” urns, and from 
relatives of the mother, who was a Miss 
Elizabeth Burns. She was a student 
of “Hutcheson’s School for Girls,” and 
married Lieutenant John Hutche- 
son, of “Victoria’s” royal] body guard. 

A famous Scotch cabinet maker built 
four of these clocks, some time before 
1690. It was during this year that 
the one on display came into posses- 
sion of the Hutcheson family from the 
Burns branch, relatives of the poet.

STATE CO-OPERATION 


Federal Expert for Each State 
to Assist State Food 
Boards. 


Washington, April 24.—State food 
co-operation in the government’s ware 
time food control program will be en- 
couraged, it was announced today, by 
bes appointment of a federal expert in 


each state to assist state boards in 
| putting into operation food production 
and conservation measures. These 
men will be put at the disposal of gov- 
ernors as special representatives of the 
department of agriculture. 

Consideration of food problems was 
continued today before committees of 
both houses of congress. Secretary 
tedfield and others appeared before 
the house committee and urged the 
passage of a bill empowering the 
president to control exports. The sen- 
ate agriculture committee heard sup- 
}porters of Secretary Houston’s plan to 


supervise food production and distribu- 


| tion. 

Secretary Redfield advocated the 
;embargo measure as a means of as- 
‘suring the United States a proper food 
|supply and also for the allies. The bill 
‘is intended primarily, he said, to give 
the president power to direct exports 
rather than to restrict them. R. A. 
Pearson, president of the Iowa State 
Agricultural college, and Dr. L. H. D. 
Weld, of Yale, told the senate commit- 
jtee that the government should have 
jauthority to fix minimum and maxi- 
infum prices, 

Secretary Houston explained today 
his stand for giving the government 
the right to fix prices. 

“A minimum price to producers,” he 
said, “would stimulate production of 
certain staples by assuring farmers 
that these products would not be dis- 
posed of below a certain level, which 
would give them a reasonable return 
jand would not cause them to suffer 
‘any loss in any event. This would be 
|done under proper’ regulation. The 
shortage of important crops in this 
country, the greatly depleted resources 
abroad and the waste and destruction 
in Europe should cause a continuance 
of remunerative prices, but as an ad- 
ditional assurance to farmers the 
power indicated ought to be vested in 
the government. 

“It is not suggested that maximum 
prices be fixed to producers, but that 
power to fix such prices governing the 
distribution of products be given to the 
government to be used if necessary to 
control uneconomic speculation and 
manipulation in the handling of food 
products. 

“It is of the utmost importance that 
no step be omitted greatly to increase 
the supply especially of the Breat 
staple food products of the United 
States in every direction.” ‘ 


THREE MEN ARE KILLED 
BY POWDER EXPLOSION 


Birmingham, Ala., April 24.—Three 
powder workers met death about. noon 
today when an explosion of black pow- 
der occurred in the Coalburg plant of 
the Aetna Explosives company, twelve 
miles north of here. Cause-of the blast 
has not been determined tonight. An 
investigation at the instance of com- 
pany officers is in progress. . 

The blast demolished a small pow- 
der press building in which the three 
victims were working. One of the men 
was blown 75 yards in ¢he air, and the 
other literally annihilated. So far as 
can be learned no others were injured, 
The plant gave employment to 110 men. 
The powder press had a capacity of 450 
kegs daily. .

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CHANGE IS OPPOSED 
IN LABOR STANDARDS 


Washington, April 24.—In a state- 
ment today amplifying its recent ap- 
peal to employers and workers not to 
change labor standards at this time 
the council of nattonal defense declares 
it recognizes that adjustments may 
hecome necessary and suggests that 
the council itself may find it advisable 
to ropose modifications. 

“It is not the purpose of the 
cil, however,” it is stated, “to under- 
take to determine the wage rate that 
will be sufficient to maintain the exist- 
ing standards of living. That should 
be referred to the mediation agencies 
of the government or to such other 
constituted agencies as may exist to 
the end that such questions may be 
adjusted in an orderly and equitable 
manner to avoid the stoppage of indus- 
tries which are so vital to the interests 
of the nation at this critical time.” 

It is the judgment of the council, 
says the statement, that the federal, 
state and municipal governments 
should continue to maintain the usual 
hours of labor and standards of safe- 
ty, sanitation and inspection. The 
council further asks that no wage 
changes be sought at this time by 
atrikes or lockouts without at least 
giving established agencies an oppor- 
tunity to adjust difficulties. 

In explanation of its statement that 
the council may tind it necessary to 
make adjustments the council says: 

“While the council does not mean to 
intimate that under ordinary circum- 
atances the efficiency of workers is the 
only element that should be taken into 
consideration in fixing the hours of 
labor, safety, sanitation, women’s work 
and child labor standards, it is the 
object that must be attained during 
the period when the nation’s safety is 
involved.” 


150,000 MEN PROPOSED 
FOR AMERICAN NAVY 


Washington, April 24.—Hearings 
were concluded by the house naval 
committee today on the administration 
bill to increase the enlisted strength 
of the navy from 87,000 to 150,000 and 
the marine strength from 17,000 to 
$0,000. Consideration of the measure 
by sections will begin tomorrow and 
the committee expects to report it 
promptly. 

Rear Admiral Palmer told the com- 
mittee the naval strength now is 79,- 
000 men, that volunteers were coming 
in at the rate of 1,000 a day and that 
unless the bill became a law soon the 
navy would have its full quota of men 
authorized by existing law and re- 
cruiting would have to cease. 

Major General Barnett said the send- 
ing of an overseas expedition had been 
discussed but that the navy department 
had not reached any final conclusion 
about it.

Wholesale gasoline price rose between 
75 and 85 per cent in 1915, says the 
report.
